Y.VD 
agents, mostly jroung men, talk to tho unemployed, 
form groups for discussion and urgo those tSio 
stand by to continue the conversation in nearby 
restaurants . They entertain them and shot/ thorn 
the causes for tho unemployment which they say 
lio in tho advance of American monopoly capi- 
talism, in systematic efforts to make Germany a 
colony of slaves and preconcerted attempts to 
bring down the wages by enlarging the array of the 
unemployed .

Roell acts as liaison man between the KPD and 
the housing office*
